Inspects Railroad Camps. 


That coiiditions along the Yough- 


ioglieny river above CoimellsvilJe are 
fur better than have been reported 
and that there is but little danger of 
a contamination ot the water tunply 
from the consti notion camps of the 
Western Maryland is the statement of 
Secretary George B. Brown 
of 
the 


Board of Health, who made a personal 
inspection as far as 
Indian 
Creek 


Friday. 


Yesterday 
afternoon 
Secretary 


Brown, accompanied by Superinten- 
dent J. D. Still wagon of the Councils- 
ville Water Company, went to Indian 
Creek on an inspection tour. 
The 


first place visited was the home about 
half a mile above the mouth of Indian 
Creek where a case of typhoid fever 
bad been reported. At this p].ice a 
closet ,was found 40 feet from the 
creek, but matter ^'hicli might con- 
tain typhoid germs Is being carried 
several hundred feet further back, de- 
posited in a deep hole and covered 
with lime. From this place the possi- 
bilities of typhoiu Infection arc reduc- 
ei to a minimum. Brown and Still- 
wagon then returned to Indian Creek, 
crossed tho river and inspected the 
construction camp there. They foitnd 
that the closets for the men arc lo- 
cated on a high hill several hundred 
feet from the river. 


The contractor in charge, K. Galiar- 


di, Informed tho officials that utmost 
care is being taken. The laborers are 
warned from depositing filth in the 
rivc-r. \ The camp was recently visited 
by a representative of the State Board 
of Health, and since the men hare 
learned that they aie liable to a fine 
for violating the law they are careful 
to observe the requirements.
